As Lockhart with Grady and Quast 


as piisoners reached the brow of a 
Mil, the bandit raised his powerful 
rifle and fired at

about a quarter of a mile away. The 
bullet missed. The bandit had been 
using the deputies as shields, keep- 
ing the officers between himself and 
membrs of the poss as a shield from 
their bullets. 


Just when the report of Lockhart's 


rifle sounded, Grady jumped at Lock- 
hart, grasped the 
revolver handle 


and pulled the trigger without warn- 
ing, removing the gun trom the rob- 
ber's pocket. 


"My God, you luue killed me," 


Lockhart moaned as he fell forward 
on his face. He died instantly.

injuries inflicted in the world -war, 
according to a ruling by Compensa- 
tion Commissioner L. B. Frye. To 
hold otherwise would work an injus- 
tice to industry and the public and 
also to wounded ex-service men who 
would cease to find employment in 
industry, is the tenor of the ruling. 


The question arose in the case of 


an ei-service man, Perry E. Niel, 
employed by the Omaha & Council 
Bluffs Street Railway company. Niel 
had been wounded in the TV orld war. 
Bones in his shoulder had been 
strengthened by wires when he was 
operated upon by federal surgeons. 
The strain 
of handling a lever 


which controls the opening and clos- 
ing of a door on a street car broke 
these wires causing disability. The 
federal government again cared for 
the injured man and he is again at 
work for the street car company. 


His claim for compensation under 


the state law against the street car 
company was not 
allowed. Com- 


missioner Frye holds that the de- 
fendant company would only be 
liable for such compensation and 
medical expense as could be con- 
clusively shown were the result of 
the acceleration of the former in- 
jury, and also that the statutes of 
limitations has run and further re- 
covery under the compensation law 
is denied. 


The defendant company is found 


to have paid some compensation and 
furnished medical attention which 
seems commensurate with the ex- 
tent of the injury, the commissioner 
being mindful-of the acceleration of 
the old injury.

commissioner, 


"for something that

tained—and its return is a mere for- 
jru&ity—Senator Walsh, chief senate 
prosecutor, plans to hail the defiant 
Sinclair before the bar of the senate 
ang put him under custody of the 
6eigeaut-at-arms.

hearings over until tomorrow, Walsh 
went ahead with a series of confer- 
ences with legal authorities, plan- 
aiig his Criminal cases.

ARGENTINE EXPORTS COM 


Nebraska liaises More Than That 


Nation'Bat United States 


Sends Away Lets, 


Altho the state of Nebraska pro- 


duced twice as, much corn in 1923 
as ^Argentine the exports from that 
country exceeded all those for the 
United States, during the same pe- 
riod, according to a bulletin of the 
division of crop and livestock esti- 
mates made public here today. 


The report read: 
'•Last year 
Nebraska produced 


£72,052,000 bushels of corn while Ar- 
gentine produced 153,000,000 bush- 
els. This year Argentine has 8,465,- 
000 acres of corn and the present es- 
timate is 230,000,000 bushels. Ac- 
cording to the plantirrg intentions 
survey the corn acreage in Nebraska 
will be about the same as the acre- 
age in Argentine. 


i"Exports of corn from Argentine 


have averaged 71 per cent of the 
ci!op. The average exports for the 
three-year period 1920-22 were 132,- 
000,000 bushels as compared to 11*,- 
00.6,000 
bushels for the 
United 


States- Only a small quantity of the 
1923 crop of the United States was 
exported due to the strong domestic 
demand. 


"The world production of corn in 
li23 is estimated at 4,202,000,900 
biehels, against 3,972,000,000 in 1922 
and the 1909-1913 average of 3,904.- 
Offt.OOO bushels. The United States 
produces more than 75 per cent of 
the world corn production and the 
eue of the American crop is the 
most important factor in determin- 
ing' the world market price."

Once you have chosen a topic for discussion, 


your next step will bo to assemble your Ideas upon that topic You 
are was* ing you- own time and the reader'* if you do not make 
/ourself an authori'y on your subject. You may think you know 


a!l »bout a given topic but t few moments spent in a library will probably 
convince you that you don't 
This applies even to very s'mple subjects like 


Ho-c to Build a Sled or How to Mike Chocolate Cake. No matter how expert 
you may be in carpentry or rookery, there are books and magazine articles 
which will make you still more e.\oert. And with more complicated sub- 
ject-; some research is absolutely necessary. 


One great peri' of research is that your article may be a mere hodge- 


podge of other people's ideas—-what we teachers call "encyclopaedia hash." 
Th.-re are three ways of =vo!dir.g this danger. First, adopt an active, cre- 
ative attitude toward your material 
Use books for what they gire you; 


don t follow them bl-ndly. Seco-idlv, read for facts rather than for opinions. 
The facts may be in other people's books, but tbe power pi drawing conclu- 
sions from thoso facts is, or "hould be. in your own mind. Seek widely and 
deeply for definite information, but seldom let any one else tell you what to 
tbiuk about that information Thirdly, be very sparing in quoting the ex- 
act words of others. If vou will form the habit of expressing the facts in 
yotr own words those facts will become a part of you. 


How to Gather Material, The proper use of a library is leas gene/- 


ally understood than it shou'd be and yet there is no real mystery about it 
One of my students recently wrott for me an essay on Dickens and Social 
Ref;rm. How did she set to work? In the index of the university library 
she found that tbe following material was available: (1) The works of 
.Dickens. (2) Numerous biographies and other books about Dickens. 
(C.) 


Arfcles and scholarly treatises on various phases of Eickens's life and 
work. (4) General histories of England. (5) Books and articles on social 
conditions in England in the nineteenth century. 


Now to examine all this material was impossible in the first place, and 


in .he second place many of these books and articles wonld simply dupli- 
cate each other. So she turned to books of reference. Reference books are 
compilations which give information in themselves, but whose real func- 
tiou is to enable the reader to get further information about the topics 
jwhirh they treat This student examined appropriate sections of The En- 


I cyclopedia Sritannica, The Cambridge History of English Literature, The 
Dictionary of National Biography and Train's Social England. From these 
sho got an idea of the main issues involved in her topic. 
She also got 


hints as to the reailj; authoritative books in her field; for the writers of 
articles in works of reference have always done a great deal of research, 
and they usually name the books on which their research has been based. 
Thus our student was able to make a list—called a bibliography—of the 


i books which would help her 
The list included the best critical biography 


j of Dickens those newels of Dickens which deal with social problems (these 
'were chosen with the aid of the biography), and a book on the reform 
movement in the nineteenth century. 
Stye had found her material. 


' 
The next step was to take notes. She wisely obtained a pack of blank 


thr*e-by-flve library index cards, for notes cannot be arranged and rear- 
ranged unless thpy are kept distinct in this way. Then she fell to reading. 
You must not think she reaa every word of every book. She used indexes, 
tables of contents, chapter headings and marginal notes in order to find 
wh>.t she wanted. When she came to anything that seetned important she 
jotted it down on a card, nsing her own words except when the exact words 
of ihe author s.emed especially striking, or when she feared that not to 
qnote him directly would be to do him an injustice. 


Each note card contaijpd: 
(1) In the upper left-hand corner, the 


author ana title of the hook in abbreviated form (the full titles, with places 
and dates of publication, were put on separate "bibliography cards" to save 
needless repetition). (2) In the upper right-hand corner, a brief statement 
of the subject of the note for use in later arranging the notes according to 
top'.c.' (3) On the race of th» card, the information or quotation itself, with 
the page (and, if necessary, the volume) from which it was taken. It is 
important to preserve the page-number in case you wish to "check up" the 
re>rence, or in case you wish to use it as a footnote ia your essay. 


Our stndent now had ail her notes, classified according to the books 


from which they were taken. 
"When she made her outline in accordance 


with principles to b« explained in th* next article, she simply rearranged 
her notes so that they followed the headings of the outline. 


Obviously, different pieces of research will present different problems, 


but the above is a good reaeral illustration of how to gather and preserve 
ma*erial. 
Students who wish to write rather ambitions and scholarly 


papers should also tnow something about the use of footnotes and bibliog- 
raphies in the essay,Itself. These matters, however, are not of very general 
Interest; any one can study them for himself by examining printed books. 


Our next subject will bt the arrangement of ideas by means of outlines.

NEW YORK, March 26.—Alarm 


over the fate of Capt. Donald B. Mac- 
Millan and his party of Arctic ex- 
plorers, frozen in the ice in their 
little schooner Bowdoin, within a 
few degrees Of the north pole, was 
expressed here today by relatives 
and friends of- Captain 
MacMillan 


and his crew. 
The last radio mes- 


sage from MacMillan as special cor- 
respondent of The Journal and the 
North American Newspaper Alliance 
was received February 
13. Since 


that date there has been absolute 
gltance, altho to the best of scientific 
knowledge no change in atmospheric 
conditions would have occurred to 
prevent radio transmission. 
Even 


the customary personal messages 
from the ship, directed to 
friends 


and relatives in Canada and 
the 


United States, which were of almost 
daily occurrence have ceased. 


This situation 
has led F. H. 


Schnell, traffic manager of the Am- 
erican Radio Relay league, through 
which stations the MacMillan mes- 
sages are relayed to civilization, to 
organize an emergency watch con- 
sisting of one hundred of the league's 
best operators, scattered thruout the 
United States and Canada to stand 
by nightly and listen for possible sig- 
nals from tne 
Bowdoin's station, 


WNP. This list of specially appoint- 
ed listeners includes those who have 
successfully carried 
on two very 


communications with the Bowdoin in 
the past, such as Jack Barnsley of 
Prince Rupert, B. C., Len Weeks of 
Minot, N. D., Major Mott of Avalon, 
Catallne Island, and 
others. 
This 


emergency watch has been on duty 
for over a week, however, and as yet 
no signals have been heard. 


That the explorer may be secretly 


attempting a dash into hitherto un- 
explored Arctic territory in the hope 
of discovering new land is the pos- 
sible explanation of the mysterious 
silence on the part of MacMillan, 
offered here today by E. F. Mac- 
Donald, president of the 
National 


associatidn of Broadcasters and the 
Zenith Radio corporation of Chicago, 
a friend, of MacMillan's, who helped 
install the radio apparatus on the 
Bowdoin. 


Discussing any probability of dis- 


aster to the ship, which was, from 
last reports in winter quarters 
at 


Etah, North Greenland, or to its food 
supplies or radio apparatus, which 
has abundant extra equipment, Mr. 
MacDonald said: 


"It is just possible that MacMillan 


has taken certain of hfs crew across 
Smith Sound with his dogs, planted 
the Greely Memorial tablet, present- 
ed by the National Geographic soci- 
ety, on Cape Sabine, and then con- 
tinued out toward that great ex- 
panse of unexplored territory lying 
between the North Pole and Port 
Barrow—that great unexplored area 
that the Shenandoah was to fly over 
—where many believe 
land 
may 


exist. .If MacMillan were to attempt 
this trip he would have taken his 
hardiest men, namely Ralph Robin- 
sou his chief assistant, Tom McCue, 
mate, Etookashoo, Eskimo guide and 
Abraham 
Broomfield, 
interpreter, 


leaving on board the Bowdoin, Don- 
ald Mix, radio operator, the only one 
who knows how to operate the radio, 
John Jaynes, engineer, . Dick God- 
dard, representative of Carnegie In- 
stitute and Bill Lewis, cook. 


"If MacMillan did go on this ex- 


pedition he would not take all-of his 
original four men the total distance. 
Port of them would be a supporting 
party, to accompany him only a por- 
tion of the way and return to the 
ship for food—going out again 
to 


meet him at some prearranged point 
on bis return, with provisions. 
It 


might be possible that this second 
supporting party included Mix who 
is a husky lad standing well over six 
feet 
If Mix were called upon for

Why Perfect Cleanliness 


Helps Banish "Pityriasis"

HE penalty for having an unusually sensitive, 
fine skin is its susceptibility to blemishes and 
ailments. The price of preserving the natural 


beauty of such a skin is unfailing care, especially 
in the way of cleanliness. 


One of the simple ills to which the human skin, 


arid particularly the sensitive fine-grained skin, is 
subject is called "pityriasis." 


This name comes from the Greek word meaning 


"bran." It is an inflammation of the outer layer, 
or epidermis, of the skin. It appears in patches, 
as if sprinkled with bran, sometimes on the head or other hair 
surfaces, sometimes on the face and neck, and occasionally on the limb' 


"Pityriasis capitas," as it is called-f-- 


wlien it appears on tho scalp, may 
result in patches of baldness, com- 
monly known as "alopecia." It will 
be found in large or email patches

^r-aJllels the few days in which the 
government ot the United Slates bad 
to president (or immediately follow- 
ng 
Woodrow 
Wilson'o physical 


weakdown be was unable to Junc- 
tion as the chief executive. 


Opinions may differ as to whether 


any important piece of public busi- 
ness was neglected—the cabinet took 
cdie pt every decision and executed 
every policy. But there can be no 
doubt that for a few days at least 
immediately after Ms return from 
the western trip the president was 
uisabied and tor a long time there- 
alter was unable to discharge the du- 
ties ol his office to the extent that 
he did in the preceding years of his 
term. 


Serious moments there were when 


it was thought Mr. Wilson would not 
live. As the crisis was passed and it 
became apparent that the president 
wouid be an invalid the rest 01 his 
life and would be unable to see many 
callers or write communications on 
matters oi state, his supporters de- 
veloped the fear that someone in the 
•enate or elsewhere would raise the 
question under 
the 
constitution 


which provides that the vice presi- 
dent shall succeed the president in 
case of death or inability, 


The constitution itself is not very 


clear on the question of what shall 
be done when a president is dis- 
abled, it says: 
"In case ot the removal ot t]to 


president from 
office, or 
of tus 


death, resignation, or inability to dis- 
charge the powers and duties of the 
said olflce, the same shall devolve 
on the vice president,, and theNcon- 
gress may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation 
or inability, both of the president 
and vice president, declaring what 
otncer shall then act as president, 
and such otncer shall act accordingly 
until the disability be removed or a 
president shall be elected." 
Is the vice-president to become 


president or merely assume the du- 
ties and discharge the powers of the 
presidential office 
until the presi- 


dent's disability is removed? No vice 
president has ever assumed office on 
the disability of a president and Mr. 
Thomas R. Marshall, who was vice 
president during President Wilson's 
incapacity made no effort to succeed 
him. Congriiss has never passed a 
law specifically giving the procedure 
that should be followed in case of 
presidential inability. 


After the 
president suffered a 


stroke, his condition was so alarm 
ing that be was unable for several 
days to sign documents or attend to 
public business. 
The secretary of 


state, Robert Lansing, called at the 
executive offices to learn the true 
condition of the president because 
the king and queen of the Belgians 
who were in 
New York had ex- 


pressed a desire to come to Washing- 
Ion If they could be received. Rear 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson, the presi 
dent's physician 
told Mr. Lansing 


that Mr. Wilson was in no condition 
to receive the king and queen much 
as be would like to do so and that 
perhaps If their itinerary weie rera- 
ranged the visit might be accom- 
plished later on. Mr. Lansing was 
unable to obtain any definite Infor- 
mation as to the true nature of the 
president's illness and the next day 
he asked Mr. Tumulty, the presi- 
dent's private secretary, if he knew 


whether the president was able to 
sign documents and carry on his du- 
Uet. Mr. Laming voiced the fear that 
a demand might be made to have the 
vice, president take office under the 
disability article of the constitution. 
Secretary Tumulty expressed indig- 
nation at such a prospect and insist- 
ed that neither he nor Dr Grayaon 
would certify to such a Condition of 
the president's health. 


Mr. Lansing suggested that for ap- 


pearances, at least, a cabinet meet- 
ing should be called and that this 
would instill confidence in the coun- 
try that the government was func- 
tioning. The first meeting of the cab- 
inet was called with the knowledge 
of both the president's secretary aad 
hi« physicjan. Dr. Grayson attended 
•the cabinet meeting and reported on 
the improvement in 
Mr. Wilson's 


condition. There was no discussion 
at this time or any other meeting 
about the vice president succeeding 
Mr. Wilson. 


In all, twenty-five cabinet meetings 


were held and many important mat 
ters discussed and decided. 
Serious 


injury might have been done the pub 
he interest if cabinet sessions had 
not been convened and there is every 
reason to believe 
that a demand 


would then have been made in the 
senate for succession by Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall. 


When Mr. Wilson gradually recov- 


ered to the point of being able to lis- 
ten to affairs of state he was ap- 
prised of the fact that cabinet meet- 
ings had been held. He was told of 
the incident which led to the sum 
moning of the cabinet.

A difference of opinion ' between

state board of equalization as 
to 


v.'hat the supreme court meant when 
it reversed and remanded the suit in- 
volving the railroad company's tax- 
able valuation took definite form 
Tuesday afternoon. 
" W. F. Peter of Chicago, assistant 
general counsel for the Rock Island, 
objected to testimony bearing upon 
the value of farm lands 
on 
the 


ground that affidavits on this sub- 
ject do not relate to a question open 
before the state board, that 
the 


value of farm lands is a closed ques- 
tion and the value of railroad prop- 
erty and the equalization of railroad 
property in uniformity with 
other 


property is the sole question for con- 
sideration. 


Governor Bryan, chairman of the 


board, overruled the objection. Sec- 
retary of State Pool, State Tax Com- 
missioner W. H. Smith and 
State 


Treasurer Robinson, members of the 
"t>oard, were present. 
State Auditor 


Marsh, also a member, did not sit 
with the board at any time during 
the day. He said he had business at 
the court house in the forenoon and 
business in his office that kept him 
there in the afternoon. 
, The hearing closed shortly after 5 
o'clock. A few exhibits are to be 
furnished by the railroad company 
.at the request of the board. A de- 
cision will be arrived at soon, tho 
no definite date has been set for a 
determination of the question before 
the board. 


The supreme court held that the

Louis A. Gundy against the Fleming 
Coal company of Lincoln, finds that 
Gundy is an employe and not a con- 
tractor altho he was hired to haul 
coal by the ton and, owns his own 
truck and that the coal company was 
his employer, and that a rupture al- 
leged to have been caused by strain 
endured by the employe is compens- 
able, and that the avergae wages of 
the employe at |35 a week, with ?10 
off for weekly allowance for main- 
tenance entitles him to comepensa- 
tion at the rate of $15 a week. This 
amount is to be paid providing the 
employe submits within ten days to 
a surgical operation. 


In that event he will be paid the 


allowance from January 9 to the end 
of four weeks following the opera- 
tion, for temporary total disability, 
together with hospital and medical 
expense. - 


In the case of Tom S. Svoboda 


against the Lincoln Telephone com- 
pany it was represented that the 
company agreed to retain the in- 
jured employe at light work which 
he could perform, and pay him regu- 
lar wages, but- that it later dis- 
charged him because he could not 
do heavy work. The compensation 
commissioner says to agree to such 
an arrangement and then set up a 
defense that the statute of limita- 
tions has run is not the purpose o' I 
the law, and should not be defeated 
thereby. He orders the employe to 
submit in seven days to a surgical 
operation for rupture. An allow- 
ance of $15 a week from December 
18, 1923 to continue until disability 
ends following the operation 
is 


awraded. Svoboda was injured while 
setting a pole near Plattsmouth. 


Dave Fidler, employe of the Lin- 


coln Gas company is awarded $15 a 
week from November 25, 1923, to 
March 11, 1924, for temporary dis- 
ability and $15 a week for fifty-three 
and three-fourths weeks thereafter, 
for twenty-five per cent- loss of the 
use of his left leg.

A Cooperative Success. 


A cooperative plan, entered into 


between the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road and the Federated Shop Crafts 
Union, in which the railroad and the 
workmen share any benefits result- 
ing from improved service, has re- 
cently been tried out at the Glen- 
wood shop neear Pittsburgh, with 
marked success, writes George Soule 
in The New Republic. 


In April and May, before the plan 


was working, the monthly materials 
shop expense per 
employe, was 


f 15.08; the monthly average from 
June to December was $7.43. The 
average man-hours per unit of out- 
put 
on shop orders for a staple 


article like jacks fell from 1.66 in 
April to 1.13 in September. Average 
delays per week behind the schedule 
so improved that the record of Octo- 
ber in this respect was 63 per cent 
better than that of April. The aver- 
age length of time that locomotives 
have 
remained 
in the 
shop—the 


figures being properly weighted ac- 
cording to the class of repair—fell 
from sixty days in March to twenty- 
one in October. An "over-all per- 
formance rating, expressed as an in- 
dex of average units of work per 
man-h&ur, rose 
from 100 in June, 


1922, 
when a special drive for pro- 


duction was made under the old 
regime to 113 in September, 1923. 
Finally, and most important of all, a 
questionnaire sent to those on the 
road who^ had occasion to observe 
the performance of the work turned 
out by the shop evoked unanimous 
testimony to the improvement and 
high qualitv of the repairs.

In, the interest of truth we must warn Mr. 


Bryan and his light-hearted followers that they 
had better not get too merry over the possi- 
bility that the nomination of LaFollette by a 
third party will mean the election of a demo- 
crat as president. It four-fifths of the demo- 
crats are progressive while the republicans 
are evenly divided, as Mr. Bryan said in a re- 
cent speech here, then LaFollette is likely to 
draw more heavily as a progressive candidate 
trom the democrats than he will from the re- 
publicans. The only thing that would prevent 
this happening would be the nomination by 
the democrats of a man who has a thoro-gomg 
reputation as a progressive. Outside of Gover- 
nor Bryan where is there such a man, ahd can 
you imagine Murphy, Brennan, Taggart, et al., 
being for a progressive unless they thought 
he could not win? 


The treasury experts say that if the Mellon 


plan is finally adopted by congress it will re- 
duce the revenues of the government by 323 
millions, which, as our surplus is now 395 mil- 
lions, allows for a soldier bonus of the propor- 
tion that have been most talked about. ' Yet 
the soldiers have been the most virulent crit- 
ics of Secretary Mellon. Under the Gainer plan 
the small proportion of the people who pay in- 
come taxes would have been given a saving of 
559 millions, which would mean a government 
deficit for the year of 164 millions. Under the 
compromise put thru the house the saving is 
446 millions, whach indicates a deficit for the 
next years of 51 millions. These figures were 
all familiar to the politicians at Washington, 
but they were afraid the people might think 
they wtere favoring the rich. The big joke of it 
is that the most pretentious referendum ever 
taken by anybody, that of the Literary Digest, 
shows the people are for the Mellon plan two 
to one.
